And Did Not Know It. 


There arc a ureat luunber of scarlet 
fever casey in Ge<tysDuni at the present 
time 
Indeed, the malady baa become so 
prevaleni as to be almost an epidemic. 
Instead of an isolated case here and there 
It is becominir general and too much care 
cannot he exercised iu the handling of 
the scourge. 
The first case to prove fa 
tal was that of Morris Coulsou, aged 
about 30 years, a sou of Amos F 
Coul- 
son, residing on Buford avenue. 
The 
younir man died Sunday morning about 
\ -o'eloek and the remains were interred 
in Everareen Cemetery Sunday after- 
noon, 
Young Coulson did not know 
that be had the disease and was working 
last Monday and Tuesdt*y in his capaci- 
ty as a section hand on the Phihxdclphia 
& Readiug Railway, with the rash upon 
hirt face 
On Wednesday he took to his 
bed and 
a physician was snninioncd. 
Then fo" the first time, be realized that 
ho hail scnrlet fever. 
The di^icuse had 
iiained such headway by this time that it 
was ditlicult to treat, and the patient 
gradually grew worse until he finally ex 
pired, as n>.ted, from heart failure, the 
eilect of extreme weakness brought on 
bv his illness.

UoosevoU'B message was road In both 
brunches of the 58th congress, which 
convened in extraordinary session. 
It 
deals solely with the treaty witli Cuba, 
and U as follows: 
To the Senate and House of 
Repre- 
BPntatives: 
4 have convened the conpreM that it 
may consider the legislation necessary 
to put into operation the commercial 
treaty with Cuba, which was ratified 
by the senate at its last session, and 
subBequently 
by 
the Cuban govern- 
monu 
I deem such leplslatlon demand- 
ed not only by our interest but by our 
honor. 
W'e 
cannot 
with 
propriety 
abandon the course upon 
which we 
have so wisely embarked. 
When the 
arreptance 
of the 
Piatt 
amendment 
wns required from Cuba by the action 
of the congress of the United States, 
this 
government 
thereby 
definitely 
committed Itself to the policy of treat- 
ing; Cuba as occupying a unique posi- 
tion as regards this country. 
It was 
provided that when the island became 
a free and independent republic she 
should stand In such close relations 
with uji ns in certain respects to come 
within our syatPm of international pol- 
icy; and it necessarily followed that 
she must also to a certain degree be- 
come included within the lines of our 
economic policy. 
Situated as Cuba is 
It would not be possible for this coun- 
try to permit the strategic abuse of tho 
Island by any foreign military power. 
It iti fcr 'hlB rea'ion that certain limi- 
tations have been Imposed upon her 
finapcial 
policy, and that naval 
sta- 
tions have boen concedpd by her to tho 
'United States. 
The negotiations as to 
tne details of these naval stations are 
on the eve of completion. 
Thoy are BO 
situated as to provent any idea that 
there fs the intention ever to use them 
asnlntjt Cuba, or otherwise than for the 
protection of Cuba from the assaults 
of foreign foes, and for the better safe- 
guarding of American Interests in the 
waters south of us. 


These Interests have been largely In- 
creased by the consequences of the war 
with Spain, and -.vlll be still further In- 
creased by the building of the isthmian 
canal. 
They 
are both 
milltarj^ and 
economic. The granting to us by Cuba 
of the naval stations above alluded to 
iB of the utmost importance from a 
military standpoint, and is proof of the 
food faith with which Cuba is treating 
UH. Cuba has made great progress since 
her Independence was established. 
Sho 
has advanctid Bteadily in every way. 
She already fc^tands high among her sis- 
ter republics of the new world. 
She is 
loyally observin^î her obligations to ub; 
and she is entitled to like treatement 
by U.S. 


The treaty submitted to you for ap- 
proval secures ix> the 
United 
States 
economic advantages as great as those 
given to Cuba. Not an American inter- 
est is sacrificed. By the treaty a large 
Cuban market Is secured to our produc- 
ers. 
It is a market which lies at our 
doors, which is already large, which la 
capable of great expansion, and which 
U ciipef laily Imporumt to the develop- 
ment of our export trade. 
It wouid be 
indeed short sighted tor us to refuse to 
take advantage of such an opportunity, 
find to'force Cuba into making arrange- 
ments with other countries to our dis- 
advantage. 


Thiu reciprocity treaty stands by it- 
yelf. 
It Is demanded on considerations 
of broad nucional policy as wt^li : t by 
our economic interest. 
It will do harm 
to no induBtiy. 
It will beni--fit many 
InduBtiles. 
it Ip In the interest of our 
people as a whole, both because of its 
Importance from the broad standpoint 
of International 
policy, 
and 
because 
oconomically It Intimately concerns us 
to develop and secure the rich Cuban 
rnnrket 
for our farmers, avtlsans, mer- 
chants and mani-;auturerB> 
Finally, it 
is det•l.^'vble as a guaranty of the good 
faith of our nation towards her young 
sister republic to the south, whose wel- 
fare must ever be closely l>ound with 
ours. 
We gave hur liberty. 
We are 
knit to ber by mrmorios of the blood 
and the coura^i^ 
oi our soldiery 
who 
fought for her In war: by the memories 
of the wisdom and im':'t'rity of our ad- 
ministratjors who ¿^rved her i a pea^e 
and who started her so wetl on tho 
difficult paih o't self govemmeni. Wii 
must help her anwdvû

The rules of the 57th congress wer<> 
adopted for the 58th congress by an aye, 
and nay vote, afte* a brief discussion« 
during which the minority sought tc> 
secure an increase In the Democratic • 
representation on the committees.

EXTRA SESSION 


President Roosevöltfs Message on 
Cuban Reciprocity Treaty. 


CANNON SPEAKER OP HOUSE 


Washington, Nov, 
10. — President 
UoosevoU’E message was read in both 
branches of the 58th congress, which 
convened in extraordinary session. 
It 
deals solely w’lth the treaty wltli Cuba, 
and is as loHowa: 
To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: 
4 have convened the congress that it 
may consider the legislation necessary 
to put into operation the oommerclal 
treaty with Cuba, which was ratified 
by the senate at its last session, and 
subsequently 
by 
the Cuban govern­ 
ment- I deem such legislation demand­ 
ed not only by our interest but by our 
honor. 
W’e 
cannot 
with 
propriety 
abandon the course upon 
wiiich we 
have so wisely embarked. 
When the 
aecepranee of the Platt amendment 
was required from Cuba by the action 
of the congress of the United States, 
this 
government 
thereby 
definitely 
committed itself to the policy of treat­ 
in g Cuba as occupying a unique posi­ 
tion as regards this country. 
It was 
provided that when the island became 
a free and independent republic she 
should stand In such close relations 
with U4i as in certain respects to come 
within our system of international pol­ 
icy; and it necessarily followed that 
she must also to a certain degree be­ 
come IncludM w'ithin the lines of our 
economic policy. 
Situated as Cuba is 
it would not be possible for this coun­ 
try to permit the strategic abuse of the 
island by any foreign military power. 
It is fcr ^his rea'^on that certain limi­ 
tations have been imposed upon her 
financial policy, and that naval sta­ 
tions have been conceded by her to the 
•United States. The neg:ottation8 as to 
tne details of these naval stations are 
on the eve of completion. They are so 
situated as to prevent any idea that 
there Is the intention ever to use them 
against Cuba, or otherwise than for the 
protection of Cuba from the assaults 
of foreign foes, and for the better safe­ 
guarding of American Interests in the 
waters south of us. 
These interests have been largely in­ 
creased by the consequences of the war 
with Spain, and will be still further in­ 
creased by the building of the isthmian 
canal. 
They 
are both 
milltarj^ and 
economic. The granting to us by Cuba 
of the naval stations above alluded to 
is of the utmost importance from a 
military standpoint, and is proof of the 
pood faith with which Cuba is treating 
us. Cuba has made great progress since 
her Independence was established. She 
has advanctid steadily in every way. 
She already stands high among her sis­ 
ter republics of tho new world. She is 
loyally observinr? her obligations to us; 
and she Is entitled to like treatement 
by us. 
The treaty submitted to you for ap­ 
proval secures tx> the 
United States 
economic advantages as great as those 
given to Cuba. Not an American inter­ 
est is sacrificed. By the treaty a large 
Cuban market is secured to our produc­ 
ers. It is a market which lies at our 
doors, which is already large, which is 
capable of great expansion, and which 
U ofcpet lally Important to the develop­ 
ment of our export trade. It wouid be 
indeed short sighted tor us to refuse to 
take advaniage of such an opportunity, 
nnd to'force Cuba into making arrange­ 
ments with other countries to our dis­ 
advantage. 
Thi& reciprocity treaty stands by it­ 
self. It is demanded on considerations 
of broad national policy as well : t by 
our economic inierest. It will 
harm 
to no induBtiy. 
It will benefit many 
JnduBtiles. it is in the interest of our 
people as a whole, both because of its 
Importance from the broad standpoint 
of international policy, and because 
economically it intimately concerns us 
to develop and secure the rich Cuban 
morket for our farmers, artisans, mer­ 
chants and manir'Jacturers. 
Finally, it 
is dcKlrn^ble as a guaranty of the good 
faith of our nation towards her young 
BiBier republic to t^e south, whose wel­ 
fare must ever be closely l>ound with 
ours. 
We gave her liberty. 
We are 
knit to ber by memories of the blood 
and the 
of our soldiery 
who 
fought for her in war: by the memories 
of the wisdom and int^erity of our ad- 
ministratjpris who ¿^rved her ia pea^:«

In case 
anything is spilled it should at once be 
Aviped up Avith a damp cloth. Glass or 
tile linings are preferred, and wood 
comes next. 
The old-fashioned zinc 
lining is not liked, as there is risk of 
poisoning from corrosion of zinc from 
action thereon of acids contained in 
vegetables and other foods. To get the 
best use of a refrigerator there are two 
necessities—the ice compartment must 
be kept full and the doors must be kept 
tightly closed.—Philadelphia Record.

The Pygmy Race. 
A German scientist 
has 
recently 
brought out some intei*esting conclu­ 
sions in regard to the pygmy rac’e, of 
which specimens are still met with in 
tlie central part of Africa. 
It is prob­ 
able that the pygmy races have existed 
also in Europe. This coiiclusion is ar­ 
rived at from the examination of nu­ 
merous sk’eletons which 
have 
been 
found in the region of Breslau, in Si­ 
lesia. Their height is considerably be­ 
low the ordinary average, being about 
4 feet 9 inches, which represents tire 
mean figure for a whole group of skel­ 
eton. 
Kollman describes the remains 
of pygmies which have been found in 
Switzerland. In this case the average 
height reaiches as low as 4 feet 6 
inches. 
Gutmann has described the 
pygmy remains which were found in 
lower Alsace, near Colmar, These are 
still smaller and the height of many of 
the specimens is but 4 feet. The pyg­ 
my race must be consid'ered as com­ 
posed 'of well-formed specimens and 
not in any way degenerate or path­ 
ologic. 
They seem to havo persisted 
in Europe until a comparatively re­ 
cent epoch. The pygmies of £.ilesia ap­ 
pear to have been the contemporarie3 
of the Homans and to have existed 
until Ü10 year lüüü A. D.

HOW A MAMMOTH DIED. 


Description of a Moiuited Animal in tho 
St. Fotcrsburg; Musonui. 


An account is given in Nature of the 
mammoth which has been mounted for 
exhibition la the Zoological Museum at 
St. Petersburg. 
The animal, a young 
ipale of rather small size, was found 
buried under the Siberian tundra, and 
was photographed at various stages in 
the excavation. Dr. Otto Hei'z, leader 
of an expedition organized by the St. 
Petersburg Imperial Academy, took 
tho photographs, and some of these 
have been presented by Dr. Salensky. 
director of the Zoological Museum, to 
the British Museum; two of them are 
reproduced in the article in Nature. 
According to the general reivort pub- 
lished by Dr. Herz, he began to exca- 
vate the specimen from the front. In 
this manner he soon discovered the 
two fore limbs spread widely apart, 
and sharply bent at the wrist. 
Pro- 
ceeding backward on the left side he 
unexpectedly met with the hind foot 
almost at once, and it gradually be- 
came evident that the hind limbs were 
completely turned forward beneath the 
oody.

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Good ai\d Bad Citizenship

HE line of cleavage between good and bad citizenship lies, not 
between the man of wealth who acts squarely by his fellows and 
n o 
the man who seeks each day's wage by that day's work, wrong- 
iug no one and doing his duty by his neighbor, nor yet does this 
w n line of cleavage divide the unscrupulous wealthy man who ex- 
ploits others in his own interest from the demagogue, or from 
the sullen and envious being who wishes to attack all men of 
property, whether they do well or ill. On the contrary tho lino 
of cleavage between good citizenship and bad citizenship separates the rich 
man who does well from the rich man who does ill, the poor man of good con- 
duct from the poor man of bad conduct. 
This line of cleavage lies at right 
angles to any such arbitrary line of division as that separating one class from 
another, one locality from another, or men Avith a certain degree of property 
from those of a less degree of property. 


The good citizen is the man who, whatever his wealth or his poverty, 
strives manfully to do his duty to himself, to his family, to his neighbor, to the 
State; who is incapable of the baseness -which manifests itself either in arro- 
gance or in envy, but who, while demanding justice for himself is no less 
scrupulous to do justice to others. 
It is because the average American citi- 
zen. rich or poor, is of just this type that we have cause for our profound 
faith in the future of the republic. 


Ours is a government of liberty, by, through and under the law. 
Law- 
lessness and connivance at law breaking—whether the law breaking take 
the form of a crime of greed and cunning or of a crime of violence—are de- 
structive not only of order, but of the true liberties which can only come 
through order. If alive to their true interests rich and poor alike will set their 
faces like fiint against the spirit which seeks personal advantage by over- 
riding the laws, without regard to whether this spirit shows itself in the form 
of bodily violence by one set of men or in the form of vulpine cunning by an- 
other set of men. 


Let the watchwords of all our people be the old familiar watchwoi'ds of 
honesty, decency, fair dealing and common sense. 
The qualities denoted by 
these words are essential to all of us, as we deal with the complex industrial 
problems of to-day, the problems affecting not merely the accumulation, but 
even more the wise distribution of v/calth. Wc ask no man's permission when 
we I'equire him to obey the law; neither the permission of the poor man, nor 
yet of the rich man. Least of all can the man of great wealth afford to break 
the law, even for his own financial advantage; for the law is Jiis prop and 
support, and it is both foolish and profoundly unpatriotic for him to fail in * 
i^iving hearty support to those who shoAv that there is in very fact one law, 
and one law only, alike for the rich and the poor, for the great and the 
small,

What a Candle Teaches 


B y Frederick Breitliut 


ROUPS of facts are usually uninteresting. 
The human mind pre- 
fers to leave cold reality and to soar intQ the high regions of im- 
agination and desire. 
But facts are the only true basis of real 
knowledge. 
There is no getting away from them. 
If they are 
neglected, no matter how beautifully we build on another founda- 
tion, our structure is doomed to collapse. Considering this, does it 
not seem rather surprising that facts are so frequently neglected? 


You can get a man to read a dish-water novel or a piece of 
sentimental poetry with the greatest ease. 
But put a scientiiic 
book in his hands, a book which contains truth and real instruction, 
and if you can get your man to read more than the first page you are lucky. 
Even though this is the case, I want to ask you to consider a little pi'oblem 
with me, with a view to getting some facts—the problem of a burning candle. 


A burning candle is a small gas factory. 
No matter in what state any 
material is, whether it is a solid like wax, or a liquid like kerosene, it must 
first be converted into a gas before we can have a flame. The onlj'' difference 
between a candle and a gas factory is that the gases of the candle are not 
made at a distance and conveyed by means of pipes to distant burners, but 
they are manufactured on the spot and consumed as fast as they are made. 


Our ordinary candle is made of tallow, a solid which consists mainly of 
two substances, one of which is called carbon, the other hydrogen. 
The 
binmlng of the wick melts the tallow near it. This molten tallow is absorbed 
by the wick and carried to the flame. It is here that the liquid is changed 
spirit and in mind, will retard the de-' I Into gases. 
The decomposition of the molten talloAV yields acetylene gas, 
velopment of that sour yet complacent | marsh gas and olefient gas and these burn with a flame. By burning we 


mean that the carbon and hydrogen of these gases unite with the oxygen of 
the air with suflicient heat to make a flame. 


Flames may be luminous, as the ordinary yellow gas flame, or non-lum- 
inous, as the bluish flame you get in your gas stove. 


The ordinary gas flame is luminous because particles of carbon, set free 
by the burning, are made to glow. 
You can prove this statement by intro- 
ducing a cold object, like a plate or saucer, into a candle flame. You will 
see a black deposit of soot. This soot is the carbon which has come from the 
acetylene gas. 
The great heat of the flame makes the finely divided carbon 
particles glow in the flame. 


The light of the Welsbach incandescent light is due to the glowing of tho 
incombustible materials of which mantles are made. 


The understanding of so simple a thing as the light of a burning candle 
takes a little thought 
It took hundreds of years of blundering theorizing 
Ijefore men reall^^ understood why a candle burns. 


You may ask, '*What difference does it make why a candle burns? 
The 
thing Is that it does burn and we can use it to give us light whether we 
know the cause of the flame or not." 


In the first place there would be sufficient satisfaction in knowing the true 
cause of a phenomenon to warrant years of thorough investigation even 
though there were no practical result. Truth is higher than utility. 


But the understanding of the real cause of flame has led to very practical 
results.—New York Journal.

HOW A MAMMOTH DIED. 


Description of a M ounted A nim al In tlio 
St. Fotcrsburs: Musoiim, 
An account is given in Nature of the 
mammoth Avhich has been mounted for 
exhibition in tho Zoological Museum at 
St. Petersburg. The animal, a young 
Uiale of rather small size, Avas found 
buried under the Siberian tundra, and 
was photographed at various stages in 
the excavation. Dr. Otto Kerz, leader 
of an expedition organized by the St.

Good and Bad Citizenship 


By P r e s id e n t T lieodore R o o sev elt 


H E line of clcavagc between good and bad citizenship lies, not 
between the man of wealth Avho acts squarely by his fellows aud 
the man who seeks each day’s wage by that day’s work, wrong- 
U u ing no one and doing his duty by his neighbor, nor yet does this 
w w X n n 
cleavage divide the unscrupulous wealthy man who ex- 
others lu his own interest from the demagogue, or from 
n U U u U u 
sullen and envious being who wishes to attack all men of 
property, whether they do well or ill. On the contrary the lino 
of cleavage between good citizenship and bad citizenship separates the rich 
man who does well from the rich man who does 111, the poor man of good con­ 
duct from the poor mau of bad conduct. This line of cleavage lies at right 
angles to any such arbitrary line of division as that separating one class from 
another, one locality from another, or men with a certain degree of property 
from those of a less degree of property. 
The good citizen is the man who, whatever his wealth or his poverty, 
strives manfully to do his duty to himself, to his family, to his neighbor, to the 
State; who is incapable of the baseness which manifests Itself either In arro­ 
gance or in envy, but who, while demanding justice for himself is no less 
scrupulous to do justice to others. It is because the average American citi­ 
zen, rich or poor, is of just this type that we have cause for our profound 
faith in the future of the republic. 
Ours is a government of liberty, by, through and under the law. Law­ 
lessness and connivance at law breaking—whether the law breaking take 
the form of a crime of greed and cunning or of a crime of violence—are de­ 
structive not only of order, but of the true liberties which can only come 
through order. If alive to their true interests rich and poor alike will set their 
faces like flint against the spirit which seeks personal advantage by over­ 
riding the laws, without regard to whether this spirit shows itself in the form 
of bodily violence by one set of men or in the form of vulpine cunning by an­ 
other set of men. 
Let the watchwords of all our people be the old familiar watchwords of 
honesty, decency, fair dealing and common sense. The qualities denoted by 
these words are essential to all of us, as we deal with the complex industrial 
problems of to-day, the problems affecting not merely the accumulation, but 
even more the wise distribution of v»'calth. We ask no man’s permission when 
we require him to obey the law; neither the permission of the poor man, nor 
yet of the rich man. Least of all can the man of great wealth afiiord to break 
the law, even for his own financial advantage; for the law is Jiis prop and 
support, and it is both foolish and profoundly unpatriotic for him to fall in 
giving hearty support to those who shOAV that there is in very fact one law, 
and one law only, alike for the rich and the poor, for the great and the 
small,

Considering this, does it 
not seem rather surprising that facts are so frequently neglected? 
You can get a man to read a dish-water novel or a piece of 
sentimental poetry AA'^ith the greate.st ease. 
But put a scientific 
book In his hands, a book which contains truth and real Instruction, 
and If you can get your man to read more than the first page you are lucky. 
Even tliougli this is the case, I want to ask you to consider a little problem 
with me, with a A-iew to getting some facts—the problem of a burning candle. 
A burning candle is a small gas factory. 
No matter In w'hat state any 
material Is, w’hetiier It is a solid like AA'ax, or a liquid like kerosene, it must 
first be conA'orted into a gas before we can iiave a flame. The only difference 
between a candle and a gas factory Is that tho gases of the candle are not 
made at a distance and conveyed by means of pipes to distant burners, but 
they are manufactured on the spot and consumed as fast as they are made. 
Our ordinary candle is made of tallow, a solid Avhich consists mainly of 
two substances, one of Avhich is called carbon, the other hydrogen.

This molten tallow is absorbed 
by the Avick and carried to the flame. It is here that the liquid is changed 
spirit and In mind, will retard the de-' I Into gases. 
The decomposition of the molten talloAV yields acetylene gas, 
A'elopment of that sour yet complacent | marsh gas and olefient gas and these burn AvIth a flame. 
Bj' burning we 
mean that the carbon aud hydrogen of these gases unite Avith the oxygen of 
tho air AvIth sufiicient heat to make a flame. 
Flames may be luminous, as the ordinary yellOAV gas flame, or non-lum- 
Inous, as the bluish flame you get In j'our gas stOA'e. 
The ordinary gas flame is luminous because particles of carbon, set free 
by the burning, are made to glow'. You can prove this statement by Intro­ 
ducing a cold object, like a plate or saucer, Into a candle flame. You will 
see a black deposit of soot. This soot is the carbon which has come from the 
acetylene gas. The great heat of the flame makes the finely dlA'Ided carbon 
particles gloAV in the flame, 
The light of the Weisbach Incandescent light Is due to the glowing of tho 
Incombustible materials of Avhich mantles are made. 
The understanding of so simple a thing as the light of a burning candle 
takes a little thought, 
It took hundreds of years of blundering theorizing 
before men really understood Avhy a candle burns. 
You may ask, “What difference does it make AH'hy a candle burns? The 
thing Is that it does burn and Ave can use it to give us light Avhether we 
know the cause of the flame or not.” 
In the first place there Avould be suflicient satisfaction In knowing the true 
cause of a plienomenon to Avarrant years of thorough investigation even 
though there Avero no practical result. Truth Is Jilgher than utility. 
But the understanding of the real cause of flame has led to very practical 


cynicism which curses old age both 
for one’s self and for those about 
one.

The house in which Charles Dickens 
was horn. 387 Commercial rood, Land 
port. Portsmouth, is to be offered by 
public auction on September 29. It is 
pointed out that the historical value 
of the residence is increased by the 
fact that no other monument to the 
great novelist exists in his native town, 
and the suggestions is made tliat the 
house should be acquired for the start 
ing of a Dickens Museum. A hint has 
been given to the Portsmouth brand) 
of the Dickens Fellowship, and it is 
hoped that they may take the matter 
up. 


For very many years the house has 
been the property' of the Pearce family, 
of Portsea, and the grandfather of Mr. 
Pearce (a Portsmouth solicitor) was 
the landlord of John Dickens, and is 
spoken of as the original "Mr, Micaw- 
ber." Among other articles in the pos- 
session of the Pearce family is tho 
rent book, which proves the novelist's 
occupation of the house in question. 
"'Charles Dickens was born at the 
house on February 7, 1812. and was 
the second son. 
His father was a 
clerk in the Navy Pay Oflice, and had 
married the sister of a fello-sv clerk 
he had met at Somerset I-Iouse. 


The house has six or seven rooms, 
witli a garden at the back, and is gen-

By 
using the superposed plates as a slide 
in a magic lantern, tho amount of over- 
lapping appears greatly magnified, and 
the adjustment needed to produce co- 
incidence of the images can be more 
accurately measured.

Violin Improvement. 


From time to time attempts 2iave 
been made to improve the volume and 
tone of violin and other stringed in- 
struments by inserting in the interior 
of the sound-body some auxiliary vi- 
brating device. 
One of the latest de- 
vices perfected for this purpose con- 
sists of a hollow sounding post, which 
carries a number of hollow radiating 
fingers. 
The inventor of this device 
claims that it increases the volume of 
the tone of the violin, renders the vio- 
lin more responsive to the bow. makes 
the tone of the instrument louder and 
of greater carrying power, particularly 
as to the heavier strings, without in 
any way destroying tlie characteristic 
pure violin tone. 
The device may bo 
applied through the "f" holes in tho 
case without dismantling tho instru- 
ment, so that there is no risk of de- 
stroying a fine specimen in the hope 
of improving or modifying its tone or 
volume. The tone modifier is made of 
a resilient wood, such as spruce or 
maple, relatively thin, of uniform thick- 
ness throughout. Normally it is placed 
sligihtly in the rear of tho bridge and 
in the vicinity oí tho vertical plane of 
the "d" string. The scientific basis of 
the action of the device is not clear, 
hut, nevertheless, the hollow or tubu- 
lar members impart tho instrument's 
vibrations to the columns of air with- 
in tnem, thus augmenting the volume 
of sound.

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W here Dickcns Was Corn. 
The house in which Chai*les Dickens 
was horn. 887 Commercial rood, Land* 
port, Portsmouth, is to be offered by 
public auction on September 29. It is 
pointed out that the historical value 
of the residence is increased by the 
fact th at no other monument to the 
great novelist exists in his native town, 
and the suggestions is made th at the 
house should be acquired for the start­ 
ing of a Dickens Museum. A hint has 
been given to the Portsmouth branch 
of the Dickens Fellowship, and it is 
hoped that they may take the matter 
up. 
For very many years the house has 
been the property' of the Pearce family, 
of Portsea, and the grandfather of Air. 
Pearce (a Portsmouth solicitor) -was 
the landlord of John Dickens, and is 
spoken of as the original “Mr. Micaw* 
ber.*^ Among other articles in the pos­ 
session of the Pearce family is tho 
rent book, which proves the novelist’s 
occupation of the house in question. 
* 'Charles Dickens was born at the 
house on February 7, 1812, and was 
the second son. 
His father was a 
clerk in the Navy Pay Oflice, and had 
married the sister of a fellow clerk 
he had met at Somerset House. 
The house has six or seven rooms, 
with a garden at the back, and is gen­

they went back to Cl.inaiowii and en­ 
joyed a great feast prepared in honor 
of the dead,

to keep devils .away from the dei.)art- 
ed. 
Each grave was decorated with 
burning candles and incense. A roast 
pig was placed at the head of their 
lot, and a Chinese priest bowed several 
times before the altar and prayed. 
Aftei* this ceremony the various diahes 
of food were placed on the graves and 
other prayers were offered to the God

The 
application of photography to 
rapid survey work is gradually attract­ 
ing more attention, and recently C. E. 
Stromeyor of England described an in­ 
teresting method of measuring the an­ 
gular shift in t/he position of a distant 
object as seen 
from 
two 
separate 
poinis, by superposing a photographic 
negative taken at one of the points up­ 
on a positive taken at the other point, 
and then moving one of the films, or 
pUites, until the object in question 
disappears in consequence of tho nega­ 
tive and positive images coinciding. By 
using the superposed plates as a slide 
in a magic lantern, tho amount of over­ 
lapping appears greatly magnified, and 
the adjustment needed to produce co­ 
incidence of the images can be more 
accurately measured. 


In Central England there is a broad 
region among the mining and manu­ 
facturing districts which lies more or 
les^ continuously under 
a 
pall 
of 
smoke, and v/here an area of land, es­ 
timated to cover 14,000 acres, is buried 
with ash heaps and refuse, on which 
a little grass grows. 
This is signifi­ 
cantly called the “Black Country,** and 
many think that its gloom and desola­ 
tion react physically and mentally up­ 
on its inhabitants. 
A movement 
is 
now on fot to regenerate this dark re­ 
gion by covering its wastes with for­ 
ests. Mr. W. Schlich, a European au­ 
thority on forestry, thinks that the 
plan could be so carried out that be­ 
sides the intended esthetic effect, good 
financial returns would be obtained 
from the sale of timber. 


Violin Improvement, 
From time to time attempts liave 
been made to improve the volume and 
tone of violin and other stringed in­ 
struments by inserting in the interior 
of the sound-body some auxiliary vi­ 
brating device. 
One of the latest de­ 
vices perfected for this purpose con­ 
sists of a hollow sounding post, which 
carries a number of hollow radiating 
fingers. 
The inventor of this device 
claims that it increases the volume of 
the tone of the violin, renders the vio­ 
lin more responsive to the bow, makes 
the tone of the instrument louder and 
of greater carrying power, particularly 
as to the heavier strings, without in 
any way destroying tlie characteristic 
pure violin tone. 
The device may bo 
applied through the '‘f holes in the 
case without dismantling the instru­ 
ment, so that there is no risk of de­ 
stroying a fine si)ecimen in the hope 
of improving or modifying its tone or 
volume. The tone modifier is made of 
a resilient wood, such as spruce or 
maple, relatively thin, of uniform thick­ 
ness throughout. Normally it is placed 
sliglhtly in the rear of tho bridge and 
in the vicinity of tho vertical plane of 
the *‘d*' string. The scientific basis of 
the action of the device is not clear, 
hut, nevertheless, the hollow or tubu­ 
lar members Impart tho Instrument's 
vibrations to the columns of air with­ 
in tnem, thus augmenting the volume 
of sound.
